was full of wisdom. It isn’t any 
wonder that Paul said, “Put on 
the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil.” Eph.5: 
7, 

The Lord said of this “‘anoint- 
ed cherub,” ‘“‘Thine heart was 
lifted up because of thy beauty, 
thou hast corrupted thy wisdom 
by reason of thy brightness.” 
Eze. 28:17. The occasion of his 
fall seems to have. been caused 
by pride. “Thine heart ‘was’ 
(past tense) lifted up,’ when? 
Away back before his  fall—- 
“Pride goeth before a fall.” 

Doubtless some one will say 
the above has reference to the 
king of Tyrus. In answer to this 
1 will say that there are many 
Scriptures which show that Ty- 
rus is yet to be looked upon as 
a great commercial city and 
she, with many other cities and 
countries, will be ruled by a 
king actuated by this very 
“cherub,” that is, the antichrist 
prompted by Satan. 


We not only get a glimpse of 
tre anti-christ here, but we look 
beyond him and see “the .an- 
ointed cheruhb’—Satan. See 
Hze. 26:21; Isa. 23; Joel 3:4. Let 
us look again at the Scriptures 
of Eze. 28, and see if the whole 
really meant the king of Tyrus. 
Could it be said of any king 
“He was perfect in his ways’? 
Was he a created being? Was 
he “perfect in beauty’? Was he 
full of wisdom? Had he ever 
been in “Kden,.the garden of 
God”? Was he of the “cherub- 
ims’? Did he “walk in the midst 
of stones of fire’? Had he been 
“upon the holy mountain of 
God”? Was there ever a time 
that it could have been said of 
him, “Thou wast perfect * * * 
till iniquity was found in thee’'? 
You say, “No, I am sure this in 
a broad sense does not refer 
to the king of Tyrus.” Very 
well, then we have a good rep- 
resentation of that ‘cherub’ 
that had the same name as one 
of the planets, Lucifer (Venus). 


The summary of the above 
is that God created Lucifer, 
named him, gave unto him 
great beauty, glory, wisdom and 
power, and granted him, with 
other angels, certain locations 
for this estate.
